Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, made the 
quest of Mr. Frye the occasion of a speech 
upon ‘the general Cuban *question, in the 
course of which he reviewed his own views 
upon the subject and declared he stood 
just now where he had always stood—in 
favor of the absolute independence of the 
Cuban people from that “hideous mon- 
ster among nations,’ Spain. 
Mr. Allen compared the career of Wey- 
ler in Cuba with the conduct of the revolu- 
tion in the Netherlands. He gaid’ 
“There Was universal destruction, de- 
vVastation and death. This picture, vivid 
more then imagination could paint it, had 
been drawn for this senate by Senators 
Proctor, Gallinger, Thurston and Muney. 
Weyler’s policy was strongly presented 
and his ‘brutalities and atrocities’ were 
sharply portrayed.’’ 
He declared that Weyler’s rule in Cuba 
had been “tempered with murder and modi- 
fied by assassination.” Referring to the 
catastrophe to the Maine, Mr. Allen said 
that Spain must be made to pay for the 
wholesale murder of American seamen. 
“She must,” said Mr. Allen, ‘‘com- 
pensate for that murder at least by 
freeing Cuba, by furling he- dirty flag 
and leaving this continent never’ to 
return. I am a jingo of jingoes. I have 
always felt that the Cubans would ul- 
timately be able to wrest their Zree- 
dom from Spain. 
“Whatever may be done about the Maine 
disaster.”’ said he, “one thing ought to be 
distinctly understood. It should not be 
submitted to the arbitrament of a foreign 
power.”’ 
Mr. Allen said that this country had no 
greti for Spanish territory or for Spanish 
gold, nor wag it the desire of the United 
States to establish a protectorate over 
Cuba; but the toreh which has ligkted 
Cuba must be extinguished. Further along 
Mr. Allen said: 


“If I could have my way, I would in 
stantly recall our minister to Madrid a4; 
hand to the Spanish minister here his p 
ports.”’

This expression has s% far taken the shape 
of recognition of the independerce of the 
Cubans, together with a decla ation for 
intervention sufficient to.quarant2e this in- 
dependence, and the best opinion is that 
such a resolution. will be the ultimate re- 
sult of the committee’s deliberations if 
Spain insists upon continuing the Cuban 
war and holding the island.

Savannah, Ga., March 31.—(Special.)—Cap- 
tain Cassius E. Gillette, engineer officer 
in. charge here, will make a trip down the 
Wilmington river, the southeastern ap- 
proach to the city by water, with Mayor 
P. W. Meldrim for the purpose of deciding 
where to locate land batteries for the de- 
fense of that entrance. There has been 
some apprehension on the part of Savan- 
nahians on account of that approach 
through Warsaw sound, which is’at present 
wholiy unprotected and through which a 
small gunboat could come near enough to 
shell the city.

Brunswick Savings and Trust Company his 
cirele of influence and popularity widened 
Under the recent reorgan!- 
gation he was also elected @ director, Gen- 
eral Henry R. Jackson, of Savannah, 1s 
president, and F. D. Aiken, of Brunswick, 
vice president. Several months ago Flem- 
ing married Miss Monroe Cargyle, one of 
Brunswick's most loveable young wemen., 
Their marriage was a fashionable even, 
witnessed by one of the largest gatherings 
of the secial season. Their married life 
has been an ideal one. 

Today Bank Examiner Speer was exam- 
ining Fleming’s books. Speer discovered 
an error of $100 in Fleming’s addition on 
the discount books. He gpoke'to Fleming 
about it. Fleming put on his hat, stated 
he would return in a few minutes,’ and 
walked out. Two hours latér he was found 
flcating in the river. An immediate examl- 
nation of the bank’s cash and’ books found 
them correct. In view of this, the theo- 
ries advanced as to his death are numerous. 
He is known to have been overworked 
recently. Being extremely high strung and 
sensitive, he is thought to have taken Ex- 
aminer Speers remark as a reflection on 
his honor, and given way under mortifica- 
tion. Fleming rode five blocks on his 
wheel, and walked several hundred yards 
before drowning. He had $# in cash, a 
gold watch and a diamond ring on. when 
found. Another theory is that he was 
angered at Speer’s remark, and went to 
hunt his brother on Torras dock, and his 
foot caught.

ATLANTA HAS ALARGE DELEGATION PRESENT

Election of Officers aud Other Pro- 
ceedings of the Session ‘Yester- 
day— Convention Secmon,

Augusta, Ga., March 31.—(Special. )\—The 
Baptists of Georgia met in annual coOnven- 
tion in the First Baptist church this after- 
noon at 4 o'clock. Over 400 delegates are 
enrolled and it promises to be one of the 
best conventions ever held in Georgia, 

The exercises began with devotional ex- 
ercises led by Rev. J. L. W. White, of 
Macon, at the conclusion of which dele- 
gates were enrolled by Secretary Ragsdale. 

On motion of Dr. G. A. Nunnally, of La- 
Grange, Governor Northen was unanimous- 
ly re-elected moderator by acclamation. 

Rev. B, D. Ragsdale, of Macon, was re- 
elected secretary, and Rev, J. B. Chiles, 
of Madison, assistant secertary, Four vice 
presidents were elected—Dr, Lansing Bur- 
rows, Augusta; S. Y. Jameson, Atlanta; 
Rev. B. F. Riley, Athens; Rev. J. C. Solo- 
man, Dublin, 

Governor Northen, in accepting the mod- 
eratorship, said he had no speech to make, 
but assured the convention of his deep 
sense of: appreciation, both of the honor 
conferred and the responsibility involved 
in the position—responsibility to the con- 
vention, to the chureh and to God. He 
promised his best efforts in the dischurge 
of the duties of the position and expressed 
the hope that the session of the conven- 
tion would prove a blessing to the church, 
the state and the world. He called for a 
prayer from Dr, Tichenor, of Atlanta, spe- 
cially invoking God’s blessing and guidance 
for the deliberations of the convention, af- 
ter which he introduced Hon. J. Cc. C, 
Black, who made the address of welcome. 

Major Black’s Addr2ss. 

Major Black was in his best vein and 
thrilled the convention with his earnest 
eloquence. He said it was no idle word ef 
flattery to say that Augusta is honored by 
the presence of this convention. 

After speaking in complimentary terms 
of the character of the convention, he 
said the place in which you meet is cal- 
culated to inspire eloquent memories. It 
was here that the Marshalls and Brantleys 
had labered, and from thls edifice the elder 
Burrows had passed from the church mil- 
itant to the church triumphant. This had 
been the gateway through which the fa- 
thers had gone over the state and planted 
Baptist churches in Georgia. Their forefa- 
thers in the Baptist church had come over 
on the ship that brought Oglethorpe, and 
their descendants would be here when the 
Son of Man should come again in giory 
You come wearing no badges of civic sta- 
tion and no symb@s of authority, but you 
are Kings and priests unto God, to promote 
the cause of education and of practical ond 
experimental religion. He paid an eloquent 
tribute to the beautiful,» simple and mar- 
velous life of Christ and its controlling in- 
flUence in the world. He declared God's 
footprints were visible on every page of 
history,’ in war and in peace, and closed 
with a brilliant peroration picturing that 
great day when the whole world should 
come bearing palms, harps, crowns, gifts 
and tributes of every kind to lay at His 
fect, and with loud hosannalis exclaim; 
“Crown Him, Crown Him Lord of All.” 

As Major Black closed_the convention at 
once took up the coronation hymn and 
sang it with feeling and spirit. 


Dr. Lanirum’s R sponse. 


Dr. W. W. Landrum, of Atlanta, former 
pastor of the church in which the conven- 
tion is being held, was called on by Mod- 
erator Northen to respond to the address 
of welcome, and did so felicitously.. He re- 
called the fact that the elder Brantley, who 
had builded the First Baptist church in Au- 
gusta, had been, though a Baptist, chosen 
rector fdr the Richmond academy (then 
under the auspices of the Church of Eng- 
land) and also as supply for the Presby- 
terian pulpit while it was vacant and de- 
clared the harmony between the denomina- 
tions that was thus indicated in the early 
days had ever ‘cHaracterized the churches 
in Augusta. He also called attention to 
the interesting fuct that Mr. Y. H. Hick- 
man and Dr. DL. B. Plumb, who are pres- 
ent in the conventiun, had been members 
of the First Southern Baptist convention 
that was ‘held in the same building in 1843 
and called upon these two well-known Au- 
gustans to stand up and be preseyted to 
the convention, 

The convention adopted the order of vus!- 
ness of the former convention and fixed the 
daily sessions from 9 a. m. to 11:30 & m., 
4p. m. to 6 p. m. and adjourned at pleas- 
ure, clearly indicating the intention .0 
make this a working convention. 

At the nightSession Rey. T. W. O'Kelly 
preached the convention sermon. He is 
quite a young man, but made a good im- 
pression upon the convention. He was fol- 
lowed by Rev. R. J. Willingham, secretary 
of the foreign mission hoard, who, despite 
the late hour at which he began, enchained 
attention. ‘He spoke eloquently of wissions 
and missionaries and gaid there would 
be needed $10,000 to pay the foreign mission 
board out of debt. He wanted that over 
and above the regular pledges from the 
churches. His plan for raising it was to 
ask 1,000 preachers to be responsible for 
$19 each over and above the sum already 
expected to be given from their churches, 
He called for one hundred of the 1,000 for 
Georgia. He got .120 and the convention 
sang “Praise God, from Whom ail biess- 
ings Flow.’’ 

The firsc order of business tomorrow will 
be the report of the committee appointed 
at the last convention on changes in the 
Col:stitution.

It Was Unearthed and Created a Grea 
Sensation for a While. 


MYSTERIOUS CRIME SUSPECTED

M. =. Harris Finally Arrived and 
Explained the Mystery. 


STUDENT HAD DRAWN THE STIFF AS A PRIZE 


A Case Mad& Against Him for Vio- 
lating a Sanitary Law—The Trial 
To Be of Interest.

HUMAN SKELETON was wnearth- 
A ed by workmen in the rear of a 

house at No. 51 Pledmont avenue 
yesterday afternoon, and before the police 
authorities had proceeded far into an in- 
vestigation there was evidence of a sensa- 
tional nature brought out. 

It looked for. a while as if a great and 
mysterious murder was about to be un- 
erntthed along with the skeleton, but there 
came a strange ending which turned the 
story of threatened tragedy into a ghoulish 
comedy, the bones had been buried 
there by an indiscreet medical student. 

M. W. Harris, a student at the Eclectic 
college, and whose home is in Dalton, had 
the stiff as a prize, 
bones before he 


for 


and was pre- 
carried them 


drawn 
paring the 
home. 

Yesterday afternoon Joseph Shachter, a 
German, entered the police barracks in an 
excited manner and stated to Captain Jen- 
nings that he had taken up a human 
skeleton on his premises at No. 51 Pied- 
avenue, and he wished to inform the 
authorities before he removed the 
bones. Shachter said: 

“T bought the place from G. W. Moore 
a few days ago, and this morning I start- 
ed to make excavations for the purpose of 
building ‘a stable. A young inan, who is 
said to he a medical student, vame to me 
and said there was a negro man buried on 
the lot, and he would ‘take the body away. 
I didn’t like the looks of the business, and 
so I came.to the police.’ 

Search for the Skeleton. 

“aptain Jennings made a report of the 
matter to Acting Chief Joiner and Call 
Officer Chosewood was told to notify the 
coroner, and to visit the place, 

At No. 51 Piedmont avenue a number of 
white men and negroes were found stand- 
ing -about. Shachter had said that the 
medical student was there waiting, but he 
had disappeared before the arrival of the 
policeman. This was considered unfortun- 
ate, as the officer regarded his testimony 
as of great importance. 

Things had. a chaotic appearance at No. 
51. George W. Moore, who had sold the 
place, was moving his household effects, 
and workmen were busy painting and 
making excavations, 

In. the back yard a negro was leaning 
against a wall with a shovel in his hand. 
Some one had filled up the hole which had 
been dug over the skeleton. The negro 
was told by the officer to unearth the bones 
again and he demurred, saying: 

“Boss, I don’t hanker atter such tthings.’’ 

He’ was finally persuaded to go to digging. 
and in a little while he dropped the shovel 
and backed away as he exclaimed: 

“f done touched hit, and I can’t dig 
any more.” 

Others standing around resumed the dig- 
ging, and a skeleton’s head and other 
bones came to the surface. The rest of 
the skeleton was left undisturbed, the 
officer having seen enough. 

Search was made for Moore, who had 
sold the place to Shachter. He was found 
in a’room of the house. He denied having 
heard that any skeleton had been found 
on h's former }ot. ~ 

When told that the bones were out there 
in the evening dew he was completely 
taken by surprise, and said: 

“There was a German in my house last 
fall who had the smallpox, and he and his 
companion. were sent to the pesthouse, 
After that the German returned, and he 
talked some about a skeleton, and was 
seen in the back yard.”’ 

He was told about the medical student 
named Harris, and he said he was sure 
Harris would have done nothing wrong, as 
he was a most excellent young man. 

Harris and His Prize. 

Last night about half-past 9 o’clock Har- 
ris called at the police barracks with some 
of his friends. He said he had heard that 
a policeman, a detective, the coroner and 
a sanitary inspector were after him, and 
he wanted to give up. 

“I wish to say, gentlemen,” said Harris 
to the barracks attaches, “that there has 
been no murder committed. I drew that 
‘stiff’ at the Ecléctic medical college, whicn 
I attend. and I then considered it a lucky 
draw. but I have now changed my mind. 
I earried the stiff to my boarding house 
after I had cut off all the flesh ana 
muscles, and I buried the bones ast 
Christmas to soften the tendons “before 
carrying them home. I did not know I 
was violating any law.” 

Captain Jennings told the student he had 
clearly violated a sanitary ordinance, and 
he would have to be piaced under arrest. 

The captain consented to allow Harris 
to go without bond, upon his promise to 
be in the police court this afternoon. 

Several doctors are to be present, and 
the trial of Harris promises to be inter- 
esting.

APRIL FULL MOON STOPS DANGER OF FROST 


Old-Timers Believe That All Danger of 
Cold Wave Is Over After Fuil 
Moon in April.

reau sent out frost warnings 
and this morning it is expected 
earth will be covered with white. 

Frost was seen in sOme exposed places 
yesterday morning, but was not sufficiently 
severe to do any damage to growing plants, 
because of the wind that was blowing all 
night. 

English peas, tomato vines and all young 
garden plants will probably be found dead 
this morning. Last night Mr. J. B, Mar- 
bury, chief of the Atlanta weather bureau, 
went out to his home_and wrapped up his 
tomato vines in flannel garments. He ten- 
derly eovered the rows of young Engiish 
peas and protected the flowers in his yard. 
He had qglready sent the frost warnings 
all over the state and last night frost: fires 
were burning in the fruit orcltiards of Geor- 
Bia. These the only means of 
protecting fruit from frost. Pine straw 
and trash are piled up to the windward 
side of the orchards and the straw is dam- 
pened with water. After 1 o’cio@& at night 
the piles are lighted and the burning of 
the damp straw creates dense clouds ol 
smoke wnich serve as a warm mautie for 
the fruit trees. Small fruit growers burn 
the fires every time frost is expected. 

The following warning was sent out over 
Georgia’ yesterday: 

sTrosts are probable Friday morning in 
the interior of the middie,and south At- 
lantic states and in easterm Tennessee.”’ 

This warning will probably result in sav- 
ing fruit and plants from death by cold, 
as the farmers can prepare against the 
frost. 

The fruit section was not damaged by 
the cold night ‘before last. Specials from 
the fruit belt yesterday stated that the 
young fruit had not yet been injured, but 
that the growers were expecting a killing 
frost last night. 

Official Forecaster Marbury sald yester- 
Gay that the fruit could be saved easily 
enough if the growers would but follow 
the simple and easy rule of building the 
smoke fires. He said the danger of frost 
was much greater last night than on the 
preceding night, because of the stillness 
of the atmosphere. Mr. Marbury was for- 
merly stationed in Florida and there he 
Witnessed some of the great benefits of 
the frost warnings. He says he has seen 
entire orange groves saved by building the 
fires on the windy side of the groves and 
making a cloud of smoke to protect the 
trees. 

The market gardeners will be the greatest 
sufferers in this section if a killing frost 
fell this morning. The young plants 
just now at a stage where they will be 
easily affected by cold. Night before last 
brought one of the most. sudden cold waves 
ever experienced in Atlanta. From a max- 
imum temperature of 68 degrees the mer- 
cury suddenly took a plunge downward to 
36 degrees. In one hour the fall was like 
jumping into a pool of ice water. 

The cold wave that is on now supports 
the theory of the old-timers. Any old- 
timer will tell you that there is always a 
cold wave and @ frost just before the full 
moon in April and that after that time 
there is no danger to growing plants or 
fruit. A snowstorm after the full moon in 
April wouldn’t convince the old-timer.that 
he is wrong and an investigation of the 
weather records shows that he is very 
nearly right. 

For twenty years there has almost inva- 
riably occurred a frost just preceding the 
full meon in April. Next Wednesday, April 
6th, the moon will be full and the old-timer 
swears that we will have a big frost before 
that time; then he says fruit and all else 
will be safe. Since 1889 the records of the 
weather bureau and Grier’s almanac show 
that the dates of the last trost or the 
season and the full moon in April are very 
nearly the same. The frosts usually occur 
a few days previgus to the full moon, 

A large majority- of the public believes 
that the moon governs the weather condi- 
tions on the earth. Tney take Grier’s alma- 
nac and see what it says of the moon and 
then amap out) their work accordingly. If 
they are farmers they plant their crops by 
the moon. 

To show how nearly their theory {is cor- 
rect a few comparative figures are given. 

In 1888, ten years ago, the last frost of 
the season Occurred May 15th, and’ the ful! 
moon in April was on the 26th. In 1889 
the Jast frost was on June Ist, the latest 
frost on record, and nearly two months 
after the full moon in April, which oc- 
curred on the loth. These instances go to 
oppose the old-timer’s theory, but the 
Others go to support it. 

On April 5, 1891, the last frost of the sea- 
son occutred. On April 23d, directly after- 
wards, the moon was full. In 1892 the last 
frost occurred on April 12th, the same day 
of the full of the moon. In 1893 there were 
two full moons in April, but the first prac- 
tically belonged to the preceding month, 
as it occurred on the first day of the 
month. The second full moon was on April 
th, and on the Mth, six days previous, 
the last frost occurred. In April, 1894. the 
moon was full on the 19th and the last frost 
fell on the 12th, just a week before. 

Eighteen ninety-five shows a break in 
the old-timer’s rule. In that year the April 
moon was full on the 9th and the frost fel! 
on May 13th, more than a month after- 
wards. This didn’t phase the old-timer, a]- 
though it killed his English peas and toma- 
toes. 

In 1896 the last frost occurred April 3d 
and the moon was full on the 2th of the 
month. Last year the last frost fell on 
March 28th and three days later. on the 
lst of April, the moon was full.

During these years killing frosts have 
fallen seven times after the Ist day of 
April. It will be noticed that the last 
frosts have fallen in nearly every instance 
before or about the time for the full moon 
in April. So the old-timer may be partly 
tight after all ip his belief in the moon.

ZEKE WHITE IS BOUND OVER 


The Negroes Were Accused of Rob- 
bing Emily Postoffice, in Car- 
roll County. A

Postoffice robbery was the charge against 
fcur little negroes’ in Judge Broyles’s court 
early yesterday morning. The defendants 
were Cooter White, aged ten; George 
White, aged twelve; Alvin White, aged fif- 
teen. and Ezekiel] White, aged nineteen. All 
of them are sons of Rev. George Washing- 
ton White, a wealthy preacher and land 
owner of Carroll county. 

The four negroes were accused of steal- 
ing a cigar box full of money from Emily 
postoffice, in Carroll county. Postmaster 
Cc. B. Phillips appeared as prosecutor and 
Rev. George Washington White appeared 
to plead the case for his progeny. 

Ezekiel was bound over under a bond of 
$200 and the three small coons were re- 
leased. The cas proved to be quite inter- 
esting, the testimony of all being delivered 
in a novel and peculiar style. 

Postmaster Phillips claimed that his post- 
office was ‘robbed Wednesday and he said 
he was certain the four negro boys were 
guilty. He said they came to his residence 
at night after he had closed the office and 
told him they wanted their mail. He went 
with them to the postoffice, a-short dis- 
tance ‘away, and went in for their mail. 
He lit a lamp ig the office and «was there 
only a few minutes. He gave the negroes 
the mail and then closed wp and went home. 
The following morning he opened the ppsf- 
Office and was shocked to find that his 
cigar box full of silver change was gone. 
He was certain that he had left it all right 
the night before when he first closed the 
office and he knew that no one had been in 
the store after that hour except the four 
negroes and himself. He swore out war- 
rants for the negroes and had them brought 
here to be tried before United States Com- 
missioner Broyles. 

Phillips swore in court that on the morn- 
ing after the robbery he saw two of the 
little negroes scratching in the sand a short 
distance from the postoffice. He told his 
s0n of this and his son went to the place 
where the negroes had been and claimed 
to have! found two nickels there in the 
sand. The little negroes swore that they 
were looking for a ring which’ one of them 
had knocked out of the hand of the other. 
A ring was siown to Judge Broyles.

Wanted—A Man, an American. 

One of the most serious difficulties the 
republic has had to deal with, particular- 
ly since the war, isthe failure of the 
people to select as their chief magistrate 
a man who is entirely capable of? filling 
the executive chair of the republic. Since 
Lincoln, We have had no man capable of 
dealing serenely and successfully with 
great events. It is idle to say we have 
no such man... Nobody knew that Lin- 
coln was a great man until emergencies 
made him so by bringing to light quali- 
ties of character and action that no one 
had suspected. All his greatness was 
due-to the fact that he was, first, last 
and all the time, an American. 

Lowell calls him our first American, 
but this means merely that he was the 
first to retain and ‘maintain the qualities 
of an American in the face’ of a sectional 
contest.

Jackson came at a time when a 
democratic revival was necessary for 
the safety of our free institutions. The 
people felt and acted on the impulse 
which led them to place these men at 
the head of the government. 
. But now there seems to be confusion 
and hesitation. At this moment, the 
people are overwhelmingly in favor of 
the independence of Cuba—we fhean the 
great mass of people whose love of free 
institutions and whose hatred of mon- 
archial government have not been 
destroyed or blunted by greed of gain. 
And yet it seems that the people them- 
selves have tied their own hands by 
electing to the executive chair a man 
who is more interested in obeying the 
mandates of a syndicate of money lend- 
ers than he is in carrying out the de- 
sires of the people. 

The people need a man—an Ameri- 
can—at the helm. 
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The Late Senator Joseph A. Earle.

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Russia’s Pig Iron Output. 

The rapid development of the pig iron 
industry in Russia within the past few 
years presenis some 
for our consideration. 

In 1880 the total output of pig iron 
in Russia aggregated only 465,000 tons, 
but in 1897 it aggregated 1,857,000 tons, 
showing a most- remarkable gain. lor 
the present year it is estimated that the 
total output of pig iron will aggregate 
2,000,000 tons, 

There are seven 
which produce pig iron. 
of these is the Ural district, which pro- 
duces approximately 650,000 tons per 
annum. The next most importam dis- 
trict is the southern. Last year this 
district yielded more pig iron than did 
tke Ural, although up to that time the 
Ural had invariably headed the list.’ 

As compared with the United States in 
the production of pig iron, Russia is 
still far behind. The total output of 
pig iron in ‘the United States last year 
aggregated 12,000,000 tons, and for the 
present year it is likely to aggregate 
15,000,000 tons. In the south especial- 
ly unusual activity exists in the pig iron 
industry. 

But while we are now far ahéad of 
Russia in the pig iron industry, we must 
continué to increase our yearly output 
ff we expect to remain in ‘the lead. 

A Trans-Marine Telephone. 

Is it likely that. the telephone will 
ever supersede the telegraph in trans- 
marine communications? 

While this question may sound vision- 
ary, it is not asked in mere jdleness. 
Within the past few months some of 
the leading business men and financiers 
of this country have felt it worth their 
while to discuss the feasibility of estab- 
lishing telephone comnection between 
the United States and Great Britain. 
Nothing may come of this enterprise, 
but undoubtedly there is more to recom- 
mend it than appears at first glance. 
Shrewd business men and financiers do 
not usually engage in chasing rainbows. 

When we take into account the mar- 

velous products of inventive genius 
with which the present century abounds, 
such as the locomotive engine, the’ elec- 
tric light, the telegraph, the telephone, 
the steamboat and many others, we can 
hardly find it rational to doubt the pos- 
sibility of anything. One hundred 
years ago our simple forefathers would 
have ridiculed the prophet who ventured 
to predict that within another hundred 
years gigantic ocean steamers would be 
plying between New York and foreign 
ports, enabling tourists to describe the 
circuit of the globe in less time than 
two months. With even greater incred- 
ulity would they have listened to the 
prophecy that, within some fifty years or 
less the lightnings ‘would be harnessed 
to our engines ahd made to do our bid- 
ding in the workshop and underneath the 
Waves. But such thingmhave actually 
transpired. Science within the century 
which is now drawing to its close has 
converted the world into one vast neigh- 
borhood and routed the fiend of darkness 
from the earth. 
Since men now living have witnessed 
the performance of these miracles, is it 
visionary to predict that in the course 
of time some means will be discovered 
for throwing the human voice across 
the water? We can hold communica- 
tion even now with a friend some thou- 
sand miles removed from us and yet 
distinguish voices perfectly: and since 
this is possible -what limit can be placed 
upon the resources of the telephone? 
Whether the present enterprise succeeds 
or not, the day is not far distant when 
the telegraph will be discarded and the 
two great hemispheres, through the me- 
dium of the telephone, will be brought 
into hearing of each other’s voices. 
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What Does Great Britain Mean? 

Does Great Britain intend to recede 
from the bold and unequivocal position 
which she took some time ago with r®@ 
spect to international rights in China? 

When the shrewd game of Germany. 
and Russia was first exposed last fall, 
Great Britain, through the hand of 
Lord Salisbury, entered her emphatic 
protest and declared that neither Ger- 
many nor Russia should inveigle China 
into’ granting them exclusive territori- 
al rights within her borders. So vigor- 
ous and emphatic was Great Britain’s 
protest that the purpose which she 
aimed at seemed to be effectually accom- 
plished. But not so; the powers have 
simply changed their front: and now it 
seems that, without one word of protest 
from Great Britain, they have succeeded 
in extorting from the Chinese govern- 
ment the identical concessions which 
they sought to gain at first. 

With exclusive rights and privileges, 
or what substantially amounts thereto, 
Germany has entrenched herself in the 
immediate vicinity of Kaio Chon bay; 
while Russia, within the past few days, 
has received concessions from the Chi- 
nese governmeut which place her abso- 
lutely in possession of Port Arthur and 
the territory immediately adjacent for 
the mext twenty-five years. Of course 
these powers agree te respect the com- 
mercial rights of other nations, but such 
is the firm grasp with which they 
cluteh the territory over which their 
recently acquired jurisdiction extends 
that other nations will derive little pref- 
it from the freedom thug guaranteed. In 
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The largest 
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then what is it? 

At Russia’s instance Pind hag Te- 
cently put in her demards for valuable 
concessions in the east, and from pres- 

ent indications she is more, than likely 
to succeed. Does Great Britain intend to 
stand idly by‘and permit China to be 
ransacked in this mariner? When she 
has come so boldly to the front in de- 
fense of the integrity of China, is it her 
purpose to contradict her own solemn 
vow? Surely not; but circumstances 
are against her, and she must act at 
once if she desires to avert the ultimate 
partition of China. 

Our Industrial Exports. 

There is hardly a country on the globe 
which does not patronize our industrial 
establishments. So rapidly have we 
developed within the past few years 
industrially that the demand ‘for our 
manufactured products has become well 
nigh universial. 

This is evident from glancing over 
the record of some of our recent exports. 
Without going too much into details, 
we select the following list: Six 1,000 
horse-power stationary engines from 
Erie, Pa., to Marseilles, Firance; 4,000 
tons of iron pipe from Birmingham, Ala., 
to Genoa, Italy; fourteen locomotives 
from Philadelphia to Russia; seven com- 
plete paper mills from New York to 
Japan: one $50,000 bicycle plant from 
New York to Berlin; two locomotives 
from Philadelphia to Mexico; six loco- 
motives from Philadefphia to Colombia; 
one complete sugar refinery from Tole- 
do, O., to Honolulu; one steam lathe 
from Dexter, Me., to Paris; thirty miles 
of steel rails from Pittsburg to Japan; 
one complete electric railway plant from 
Boston to Buenos Ayres; forty ehilled 
rolls from Apolle, Pa., to England; two 
paper mills from Wilmington, Del., to 
Sweden: 1,500 tons of armor plate from 
Bethlehem, Pa., to Russia; one under- 
ground system of electric railway for 
London, England. . 

Of course the foregoing list is neces- 
sarily incomplete, but it suffices to show 
the world-wide. character of the demand 
for our industrial products.

The matter has 

mused much interest and the result oi the 
| bidding will be closely watched. 
| It is understood that th® price to be ob- 
| tained this year under the new system will 

be considerably larger than any price pre- 
viously obtained for the convicts. 

While the commission will not give out 
any information relative to the prices 
named in the bids until the contract tas 
been awarded it is understood that the bids 
range from $5 to $8. 

Uftier the old law the convicts were leas- 
ed at $1 per capita per month, Under the 
new system the state will probably get $7 
per capita per month, which will make the 
rent amount to something like $150,000. The 
income above expenses under the old sys- 
tem was about $16,000. After the contract 
is let this year the income above all ex- 
penses will be something like $100,000. This 
causes the lease of the convicts to be ex- 
tremely profitable to the state. 

There are a number of bids before the 
commission and the acceptable ones will 
be awarded the contracts. The commission 
meets at 9 o’clock and the first business 
will be the opening of the bids and’ award- 
ing of the contracts. 

It is understood that ‘the commission has 
received about twenty bids, all of them 
ranging in price between the sums named. 
The bids_are for a stated number of con- 
victs, the price stipulated being for one 
convict at so much per month. 

It does not seem likely that the com- 
mission wfll have before it any bid for 


more than 150 convicts. So far as can be, 


learned from these who are familtar with 
the matter and have watched the progress 
of the convict question there is no bid cov- 
ering all the convicts. 

While a great many bids are sealed and 
all of them are confidential, it is under- 
stood that all the present lessees, in addi- 
tion toa number of others who have never 
before hired convicts, have placed bids. 

It is kely that the commission in award- 
ing the contracts will not take convicts 
from the present lessees, where the bid 
made by them is, taking all circumstances 
into consideration, as latfge as the bid of 
other parties.

Atlanta Colony Attends the Criminal 
Branch To Hear the Disposition 
of Their Cases.

and the others were nol prossed. 

Much difficulty was tad in getting 
almond-eyed celestials into te court and 
considerable time’ was lost in bringing the 
witnesses in. Lum Ling. the prosecutor, 
was not inclined to have the cases dismiss- 
ed, as he .thought those whom he tried to 
prosecute would laugh at him. 

His consent was not readily given, but 
he was at last persuaded to allow his 
enemies to go free. The courtroom had 
the appearance of a Chinese Village dur- 
ing the morning and afternoon while the 
orientals were awaiting the call of the 
cases, 

Solicitor Charley Hill said he would soon 
have an oriental scene to present to the 
court and began to call the names of the 
Chinese who had been summoned as wit- 
nesses. The Chinese did not like his pro- 
nunciation apparently, as they only sat in 
their seats and stared at him. 

“Your honor, I don't know whether these 
witnesses are here or not; there is a crowd 
of them over there, but they are just star- 
ing at me and won't say anything.” 

“Lung Jack, Ah Woo, Lum Line’ and 
others were called, but the Chinamen did 
not know what to do. 

“Your honor, I wish to dismiss these 
cases. .I can’t understand what peo- 
n'e say and they can’t understand me.

county not to have its own senator. 

The rotation it is conceded could be 
broken up by the independent action of 
Fulton county. which has many more yotes 
than the other two counties combined, 
Several efforts to disregard the syStem have 
been made, none of them having assumed 
serious shape, though at one time a com- 
promise was reached by the district con- 
vention by which it was agreed that Ful- 
ton county should have the senator each al- 
ternate thme—Cobb having it once, Clayton 
onee and Fulton twice. This proved unsat- 
isfactory. however to Cobb county. which 
claimed that. if there Was any difference, 
it should have proportionately the Same 
showing as Fulton, as compared with Clay- 
ton. For some time afterwards the matter 
was discussed, but no definite action was 
taken. Some held that the jnterests of 
Fulten county were such that it should 
have a senator all the time, and others held 
that a compromise based on the legislative 
representation of the three counties would 
be satisfactory. Under such a plan, Fulton 
having three, Cobb two and Clayton one 
representative, the former would have a 
senator for six years, Cobb four years and 
Clayton two years. The matter stands at 
this time in just about the same condition 
that it has been at the opening of each 
senatorial campaign for the past several 
vears. theugh the indications are that a 
determined fight wiil be made in this coun- 
ty for the naming of a Fulton county candi- 
date in the primary of April 2lst.

It 
was also reported that about 20,000,000 bush- 
els of old wheat was still on hand in Kan- 
sas. The early drop in Wall street prices 
also acted as a disturbing influence, Prices 
soon recovered, however. The Liverpool 
and Paris markets both showed steady and 
stocks showed an early recovery, giving the 
belief that insiders were in possession of 
favorable information concerning the out- 
look of a settlement of the Cuban question.

The Fambles Case.

Clifton threw a bomb into the 
camp of the, local political observers by 
announcing that his first official act would 
be to dismiss from gervice Colonel Henry 
W. Thomas, who for many years has been 
the chief clerk of the secretary of state’s 
office. Nearly every lawyer in Georgia 
knows Colonel Thomas, and thousands of 
Georgians who are not lawyers have had 
business with him. During the past ten years 
he has been the representative of the secre- 
tary of state in nearly all matters that 
concern the public, and it has been almost 
universally assumed that he would be con- 
tinued in the po&sition in which he has 
shown so much usefulness. In fact, there 
was never a question that he would be kept 
in his place until late yesterday afternoon. 
when Colonel Clifton himself suggested that 
he and Colonel Thomas were not altogether 
in harmony. 

Colonel Thomas Quits. 

Information of this sort reached the ears 
of Colonel Thomas, and he prompfly wrote 
out his resignation for presentation to Colo- 
nel Clifton. Most of the statehouse officials 
called upon him to express their. regrets, 
and as soon as ft became known that /he 
was really to be dismissed from the office 
his friends gathered around him so num- 
erously that the last hours of his official 
life were devoted to a sort of informal 
reception, in which he was the central and 
honored figure. He had nothing to say 
about the situation in which he had so 
abruptly been placed, and to those of his 
friends who manifested a desire to condole 
with him he declared that he was not in a 
humor to be condoled with, He said that 
since the announcement of Colonel Clifton’s 
appointment he had not expected to be re- 
tained in office, and that the news that he 
was to be removed had not surprised him 
in the least.

Practical Railway Men Will Be at the 
Head—The Vanderbilts Will Hold 
the Reins, However. 


The resignation of Chauncey Depew from 
the presidency of the New York Central 
and the selection of President Calloway, of 
the Lake Shore, to’ fill his place is pre- 
sumed to be a step toward the consolida- 
tion of the Vanderbil? fines between New 
York and Chicago, which was foreshadow- 
ed a few weeks ago. 

Mr. Depew has been president of the New 

York Central for years and his name is 
more familiar to the public than that of 
any other railroad president in this coun- 
try. Yet Mr. Depew is not a practical 
railway manager; that is; he did not work 
his way up through the .usual channels. 
He is a lawyer by profession. and for 
several years represented the Vanderbilt 
interests in and areund the New York 
legislature. He wae popular and had a 
happy faculty of making friends for the 
company. .His personal influence was re- 
markable and to that was due in large 
part his election to the presidency of the 
road. 
, Railway managers who grew up in the 
operating or traffic departments have never 
| conceded to Mr.: Depew special ability 
as a great manager, Nevertheless, the New 
York Central grew stronger all the time 
under him. In the change the ‘m 
passes under the actual control of a prac- 
tical manager. Mr. Depew becomes ciair- 
man of the executive board and nominally 
at least the Vanderbilts surrender the de- 
tail work. One or the other of them has 
been chairman of the Board these many 
years and the fanvjy will continue to, be 
represented by a member on the board of 
directors.

THE RAILROADS IN EPIDEMICS 


President E. L. Russell, of the Mobile 


and Ohio, on Shotgun 
Quarantine? 
President E. L. Russell, of the Mobile 


and Ohio railroad, says that railroads are 
largely responsible fer shotgun quaran- 
tines. His road had as much experience 
with quarantine last fall ag any line in 
the south. and Colonel Russell had ample 
opportunity ‘to observe the workings of 
absolute quarantine, 

Colonel Russell says that in time of an 
epidemt: -railroads should have a _ broad 
policy outlined and make no secret of if 
but take the people into their confidence 
and show them that the management 
wishes to co-operate with the local authori- 
ties. This was the policy pursued by the 
railroads leading out of Atlanta, but there 
were instances when the local authorities 
thought the railroé@s were not sincere, 
but in that. they were mistaken, 

In time of an epidemic, says President 
Russell, a railroad company should have a 
ecmprehensive plan and should take the 
board of health and local officefs into its 
ecnfidence. In the epitemic of last year 
the Mobile and Ohio, after consultation 
with Dr. Hyer, former, president of the 
Mississippi state board ‘ef heaith, establish- 
ed relay camps for its freight trainmen. 
Under this plan a train leaving Mobile 


crew to a point at least one-quarter of a 
mile beyond the first relay camp, where the 
train was stopped and abandoned, and this 
crew returned to their camp. Then a crew 
located at another relay camp at least 
one-quarter of a mile north of the point 
where the train was left would come for- 
ward and take charge of the train. It was 
arranged that if the fever should extend 
up the line; these relay camps should be 
located at a point beyond the place of 
infection. By this means the crews never 
came into contact with each other. Dr. 
Hyer insisted that if the crews were never 
allowed to come into personal contact. and
